Short Notes 

1. Vilna Ukraina , organ of the Lviv obkom published on 23 May 1970 an 
article entitled "The Union of the Swastika and Trident" by M. Belinsky 
and K. Teslenko. The article is primarily directed against the UPA and 
Father I. Hrynioch* It is written in a typical anti-Ukrainian/jnationalist 
fashion. The first part of this two-part article appeared on 22 May. 

2. Leninska Holod t the organ of the Lviv Komsomol organization, published 
an article on 21 May 1970 entitled "When They Came", reporting that in 
the village of M^shana, Horodfitsky rayon, Lvivska oblast, a monument will 
be erected to victims of Ukrainian nationalism* 

3. Eadio Kiev , brought on 26 May 1970 an audition in a series of broadcasts 
against Ukrainian nationalists entitled "On the leash of the Fascists" by 
I. Petriv in which he attacks the UPA, OUN and a '"prominent placets given 
to Father I. Hrynioch. In a sirailair manner, in the same series, .Radio 
Kiev on 5 May 1970 attacked Evhen Vretsona for alleged collaboration with 
the Nazis. 

5. Vecbj^nyy Kiev on 30 May 1970 published an article (part one of a continua 
ion) written by V. Drahan and A. Karas' entitled "The End of Captain Artisov" 
The article dealt about a group of 4 men who posed as MVD officers in Kiev, 
with false papers and identification cards who would search apartments and 
rob money at the same time. This gang falsified search warrents to gain 
entrance into the apartments. 
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
